Lach, pastor of Immaculate Con- 
ception church in Whiting, the 
Franciscan Fathers accepted a hun- 
dred acres of land from ee 
John H. Fetterhoff, a former Wh 
ing lawyer and municipal inion | 
there. The Slovak Franciscan or- 
der of Pittsburgh added 60 acres 
to this. 

reason the fathers accept- 
ed this property and established 
themselves in this area was two 
fold: first, the building of a large 
seminary. and secondly, the es- 
tablishment of a place of pil- 


grimace. 

Franciscan monks actually arriv 
ed on the grounds in the fall of 
1929. In July, 1930, the erection 
of the grotto in honor of the Seven | 
Dolors of the Blessed Virgin was 
begun. 

After ‘several months of work.

A Trip To Rome 


REV. CLAIBORNE LAFFERTY 


One advantage the children of Europe have over those 
in the United States is that they are nearer to Rome. Almost 
all of them get to the Eternal City sometime in their lives. 

A trip to Rome is much like a trip to Washington. It is 
held out as a prize for extra good work in school or for 
winning a contest of some kind. Instead of seeing the Capi- 
tol, the White House and Lincoln's Memorial the lucky 
boy or girl sees St. Peter's, the Catacombs and the Colos- 
seum. They are well worth seeing. 

Not every one is smart enough to come out first in a 
competition. Teachers know that so they try to reward a 
diligent pupil even if he is 
not good enough to beat all 
the others. During the East- 
er vacation little groups of 
teenagers guided by priests 
and nuns may be spotted in 
the historic places of Rome. 

The girls come in their 
school uniforms. They put 
on veils, which they carry in 
their pockets or purses, 
when they enter the church 
and go reverently to the 
altar of the Blessed Sacrament. The churches are so large 
that a special chapel is set aside to shelter our Eucharistic 
Lord. The chapel is always more richly decorated than the 
rest so it is a real pleasure to kneel before the tabernacle and 
recite the rosary with Sister. 

Quite often the boys earn a trip by being in the choir. 
If they are from Germany they are sure to visit St. Mary 
Major's singing as they enter “Silent Night, Holy Night.” 
The reason for that is that the crib in which the Infant 
Jesus was laid is preserved in a crystal and silver urn 
under the high altar. That hymn was originally written in 
German by a parish priest on Christmas Eve and somehow 
or other it sounds better in that language even if you may 
not be able to speak it. 

Not all the points of interest are religious. The boys 
love to go to the Forum of Italy. That is a huge athletic 
field with facilities for all manner of games. There are 
tennis courts, football fields, a swimming pool large enough 
to accommodate the whole High School, and plenty of space 
for any other sport imaginable.

Nun Who Founded Community 
To Care For Sick Visits U.S. 


Los Angeles —(NC)— Back in 
World War I, a young Irish girl 
serving as a British army nurse at 
Malta realized she had a vocation 
for the religious life. 

HER DREAM was to found a 
Sisterhood of doctors, nurses and 
technicians to specialize in matern- 
ity care in pagan primitive lands. 
Seventeen years ago she realized 
her dream—and she was on a sick- 
bed at the time. 

Her name is Mother Mary 
Martin. She is the foundress and 
superior general of the Medical 
Missionaries of Mary, a commu- 
nity of 270 members and 21 mis- 
sion establishments with its 
motherhouse in Drogheda, 30 
miles from Dublin, Ireland. She 
is in this country to make the 
Sisterhood better known. 

After Werld War I, Mary Martin 


a community in the mission fields. 
She became seriously ill and made 
+her religious profession from a bed 
in a government hospital on April 
4, 1937=-some 20 years after she 
had the idea for the community of 
medical mission nuns. 

She left her two companions 
te establish St. Luke’s Hospital 
in Anua, Nigeria, and started 
back to Ireland. The two novices 
mever expected to see Mother 
Mary Martin again. But she re- 
covered and founded the mother- 
house at Drogheda. 

Since those days, the Sisterhood 
‘has cared for more than a million 
‘sick in mission lands. St. Luke's 
| Hospital is now a 200-bed institu- 
tion with a nursing school for na- 
itive girls. From the hospital a net- 
| work of bush maternity clinics has 
been founded, each with 12 to 20
